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Preface 


I have long wanted to write the history of my paternal 
great-grandfather, Cornelius Shields (1779-1857) and to trace, 
as best I could, his descendents down to the present generation. 
To this end, 1 have talked with verious persons, have written 
letters to others, examined old deed records, land sales, wills 
and administrations in an effort to learn what happened to his 
children and grand-children. It has been a tedious, but interest- 
ing search. 


There are still large gaps that 1 cannot fill in. In part, 
this is due to the records of the Moore County Court House having 
been lost in the fire of the 1880's, but also to the fact that 
some of Cornelius's children moved from Moore. One went to Georgia 
and two lived in Chatham County. I have drawn a blank as to the 
daughter, Lucinda, who merried an Everitt Maness and moved to 
Flowery Branch, Georgia. 1 have some faded letters from members 
of her family, written to my father in 1880-81. They give the 
names of some of Lucinda's children, I still have hopes of 
learning more about them at some future time. 


Another difficulty has been the choice of nicknames given 
the daughters of Cornelius Shields. My father listed them as 
Ann R., Lucinda, Isabella, Nancy and Catherine. However, they are 
called by other names in The Division of the Cornelius Shields 
Estate, of which I have the original hand-written copy. It can 
also be found in Orders and Decrees, at the courthouse in Uarthage. 


Yet, despite these difficulties, I have been successful in 
tracing the majority of the descendents of Cornelius, and have 
thereby*>made new friends and learned of kinfolk I did not know 
before. There will be errors in my work, I am certain, and 1 will 
appreciate it greatly if such is called to my attention. There 
are also typographical errors, for I do a "hunt and peck" method 
on an old typewriter. To have paid a professional typist to 
copy my typescript would have resulted in a better book, but at 
a prohibitive cost. To this end, 1 have done all the work myself, 
and it will be printed by a photographic device, "warts and all", 
by Quick Print, of Clinton, N.C. 


There will also be omissions, es well as errors. With such a 
large number of family descendents, I am bound to have overlooked 
some. This is not intentional. Delving into the history of a family 
as prolific as the Shields is like hunting for a needle in a hay- 
stack! If any reader knows of a Shields descendent who has been 
ommitted, please write to me.

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Chapter I 


The Shields Families of Moore Before 1800 


When I first began researching my father's people, I was 
brash enough to think that I would be able to trace their back- 
ground to Ireland, from whence most of them came. However, this 
labor od love has already been done by another of that name: Mr, 
John Edgar Shields of Gaithersburg, Md. His book, Irish Origins 


of the Shields Family, traces the evolution of the name Shields 
from O*Saidhail, and leter O*Shield, to the present spelling. 
These Irish Shields were both Catholic and Protestant, 
dependent upon which area they lived. Our branch of this pro- 
lific family was probably an admixture of Scotch-Irish and 


native Irish, living in the northen part of Ireland, and likely 
Protestant. 


My father, the late Dr. Henry B. Shields, of Carthage, N.C. 
told me that it had been handed down in the family that three 
Shields brothers came from Virginia; that one of them pushed on 
to Alabama and the second went to Tennessee. The last brother, who 
settled in Moore County became our progenitor. 


The late Walter Williamson, also of Carthage, wrote that the 
Shields family, along with the Williemsons, Hunsuckers, Garners 
and Yews (Yows) came from the Wyoming valley of Virginia (now a 
part of Pennsylvania) following the French and Indian wars of 
1744 or therabouts. They came down the Tuscarora Trail, passing 
below Carter's Mill, Acorn Ridge and Grassie Creek,where they 
settled in a clearing of about fifteen acres. I have checked 
old grants at the Carthage courthouse and have found grants made 
to many of the above, but not for any by the name of Shields. 
Mr. Williamson identified the first Shields settler by the name 
of Enoch. This same name crops up in some of the later Shields 
descendents.(For Mr. Willaimson's account, see page 3) 


Other early Shields families were to be found in various 
sections of North Carolina. Andrew Shields settled in Rowan Co, 
Both Andrew and a William Shields were on the tax list there in 
1778 and again in 1785-87. Andrew's will was probated in 1790. 


Another family of Shields settled on the Eno River near 
Hillsborough. Shields names abound in present-day Scotland Neck. 
Shields families also settled early in Washington County, Tenn, 
Colonial Records, vol.1 lists as land-owners there David, George, 
Joseph, Henry, Johan William and Patrick Shields, All these names 
are the same as found in our Moore County Shields families.They 
are probably descendents of the Shields brother who went to Tenn,

Notes from the Williamson Family History 


By the late Walter ‘J/illiamson 


The Williamson family fled from southwest Pennsylvania (then a part of 
Virginia) during the French and Indian wars. The French had armed the Indians 
in that locality, then the frontier, and as they outnumbered the white 
settlers overwhelmingly, their lives from 1735 to the time they fled the county 
in 1740 was almost a running fizht. As early as 1690 John Williamson 1¥ and 
William Willaamson I were killed in a fight with the Indians. 

In January 1740 the Indians went on the warpath in such numbers that 
resistence was impractical, The Williamsons, the Husseys, Garners, Shields, 
Maness and Williams families packed their waggons with necessities, foods and 
~ seeds, with pigs and chickens in light crates, and kept their cows and horses 
haltered at night, ready for a dash to safety. They did not have to wait long, 
for early one evening, just as dusk fell, an old Indian squaw who had worked 
for the family came to tell them that she had come to kill them easy, as the 
Indian braves were only 2 few miles away. 

They thanked her and were soon on the road back toward the coast, which 
was over two hundred miles away..... They had traveled only a few miles when 
they saw the light from the burning village they had left. Soon they came to 
a trail diverging to the south-east, and they took this. When they had gone a 
half mile some of the men went back and obliterated the trail so that the 
Indians would follow the main body of the refugess who had taken the main 
trail toward Jamestown. The ruse was successful, for the Indians kept on 
the larger trail, overtook the fleeing settlers, and scalped many of them 


before turning back, 
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When the buffalo trail they were on led into the Tuscarora trail, they 
turned down this and followed it until they reached what is now Grassy Creek, 
in upper Moore. One of William Jonathan Williamson's children died the night 
they camped on the north bank of Grassy Creek, and they buried it a few paces 
west of the camp, 

The Indians had cleared large fields on each side of the trail, and had 
recently abandoned their village, so that the travelers settled on this open 
land, Nearby were the sites of more Indian villages and some of the families 
took possession of these cleared lands. Already there were settlers up and 
down Bear Creek, and Deep River below. There was a small log building, or 
lodge, at Acron Ridge, which at the time (3740) needed a new roof, and after 
the new settlers had put up their own rude log houses, in which work their 
earlier neighbors lent a hand, they covered the school house one Saturday. 

It was called "The House" and the settlers met there on Sundays and taught the 
children to read and write, 

The nomadic Indian tribes still came down the Tuscarora trail in the early 
winter and went back north in the spring. Sometimes there was friction, but 
usually a small gift of corn to each passing tribe appeased the Indians, and 
there was little trouble, Each evening each tribe had a place to spend the 
night, and two bushels of corn usually satisfied them, The tribes came to 
know the families along the way, and one tribe never encroached on another 
tribe's family, Each morning, on breaking camp, the chief put his sign up: 

a tomahawk cutting on the bark of a tree, and no other tribe ever stopped there, 

The Indians who once owned the lands and had cleared them had gone further 
west to live and only roving bands on hunting expeditions ever gave trouble. 

At first, the neighborhood suffered a few scalpings, but they took such a heavy 
toll in reprisal that incidents of this kind became rare. My father used to tell 
a story about Enoch Shields, who came with the party of settlers, He became 
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a tree that grew out over a deep hole in Bear Creek, A neighbor passing up the 
creek found him, and asked his idea for lying down in such a precarious position. 
"I was trying to go to sleep so I would fall off into the water and drown. Too 


many Indians, John---too many Indians!" 


Note by Katharine Melvin: 

Part of this may be fanciful imagining, but it is true 
that the Gerners, Williemsons, Yows, etc. did settle on Grassie 
Creek in the mid 1700's, as old grants in the Moore County court 
house attest. However, 1 have been unable to find a grant for the 
Enoch Shields mentioned in Mr. Williamson's account, or eny other 
pre-Revolutionary Shields except Reuben end Benjamin. This Enoch 
could have been the Robert (Robert Enoch) thet my fether named as 
his great-grandfether. Or else Enoch had three sons: Benjamin, 
Reuben end Robert. Since we will probably never be able to ferret 
out this puzzle, I em content to trace our femily directly from 


Cornelius Shields, for whom there is ample record. 
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Mr. Rassie Wicker believd that Bemjamin Shields was the father 
| of Cornelius, about whom this study of Shields descendents is being 
|} made.The:nemes inthis¢will agree “in number with the names my late 
father gave for the brothers and sisters of Cornelius. These were: 


Archibald, born 1775-died 1837 (named one of the exectutors). 
Cornelius, born 1779-died 1857 (the other exectutor) 


games born 1783-still living at the 1850 census. 
Patrick born eround 1785 

Betty married a Paschal 

Kate merried a McManus 

Sookie married ea Jones 

Sarah married e Wilson 


The 1777 Cumberland County list of texables carries still 
another Shields name (Moore being & part of Cumberland at that time.) 
She is in Jacob Duckworth's district which was along Deep River below 
the Horseshoe anc along McLendon's Creek. Her name is Mary Shields. 


A Mary Shields is also listed in the 1830 Moore County census. 
She is then between seventy and eighty yeers of ege and has a female 
living with her between thirty anc forty years old. If this Mary were 
seventy-five in 1830, that would make her born in 1755 and thus a 
contemporary, or sister, to Reuben and Benjamin. Perhaps she was the 
old maid of the family’ 


A Nancy Shields also bobs up in the old census records of Moore. 
In 1820 she is between 26-45 years of age and has a daughter under ten. 
In November of 1800 and again in February of 1801, and in 1809 Nancy 
Shields sues William Hillard and B. Maples. (Index to Trial Dockets: 
1786-1864). 


The only written record that I have discovered about a Robert 
(Robin) Shields is found in Minute Book A, where he is granted a writ 
of centoria (page 161) along with Benjemin Cooper to bring up the 
proceedings in the cause of Joseph Carr against John M. Glascock. He 
is called "Rob Shields" which could have been Reuben, but the nickneme 
is usually that for Robert. 


According to my father's recollection, his grandfather Cornelius 


was the son of Robin (Robert) Shields who married Mary Dickerson. 
After his death she married Cornelius Dowd. My father usually had his 
facts correct, but in this case I believe he was wrone as regards to 
Mary Dickerson. True, she was old enough to have been previously 
married and to have had the brothers and sisters listed in the family 
with Cornelius. But there is no evidence that Cornelius Dowd took any 
of these step-children into his home: the 1790 census lists the Dowd 
household es consisting of husband and wife and two daughters. 


Neither was Reuben Shields the missing Robin, father of Corne- 
» iius, even though the names are similar, for Reuben lived until 1822. 
At that time Cornelius was forty-three years of age. See next page

Benjamin and Reuben Shields 
Tory Lieutenants 


Both of these men Gre listed in the first or 1790 census for 
Moore County with their families. Their exploits as Tories are to 
be found in the North Carolina Colonisl Records as well. Their mother 
is generally supposed to have been Mary Overton, daughter of a John 
Overton, who ran an ordinary, or tevern, in Cumberland-Moore. It was 
at his home that Connor Dowd, the Irish peddler lived for a while, and 


smarried his widowed daughter, Mary Shields. From this union came the 


well-known Dowd family of Moore, 
Reuben Sheals (Shields) 


Reuben at the taking of the first census wes @ married man with 
a sizable family. He was born November 18, 1754 and lived until March 
Sth, 1822. He is buried at the James Dowd family cemetary near Carthage. 
James was his half-brother. 


According to the late Rassie Wicker, Reuben lived on the south side 
of Deep River in the vicinity of the Horseshoe or between there and the 
Connor Road which led from Carbonton to Fayetteville. The present river 
road leading from Carthage by way of the Horseshoe Bridge and Euphronia 
Church was formerly known as "Tyson's road". Reuben lived somewhere 
along this road. 


Both Reuben and Benjamin were lieutenants in the Tory ermy led by 
David Fanning. Reuben wes commissioned to serve in Cumberland-Moore, 
and Benjamin in Randolph County. (Colonial Records, vol. 22, p. 196-7) 
There are numerous references to both these brothers in early Moore 
County Minute records, in Land Grants and in Deed Books. 


Benjamin Shields 


Benjamin seemed to have been more prosperous than his brother. 
He figures prominently in early Moore County records. His will is on 
record at the Carthage courthouse (Wills A, page 242) 


"In his dwelling house end during his last illness (Benjamin 
Shields) made the following will: He ordered that his youngest son 
Patrick should have a sufficient quantity of his property to meke a 
share equal in value with what the said Benjamin Shields had given 
to his other sons, and that a share should be laid off to his youngest 
daughter of equal value with what the other daughters had already 
received.... the remainder of his estate to be equally divided among 
all his eight children. His two sons, Archibald and Cornelius should 
administer....This day came before me Milly Shields and James Harden 
and made oath that this was Benjamin Shields's last will and testi- 
mony..-.. <Obh Mareh, 1805" 
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Chapter III 
Brothers and Sisters of Cornelius Shields 


1. Archibald Shields. He was likely the oldest of the eight Shields 
children as he wes made administrator of the estate of Benjamin. 
He was born around 1772 end died in 1837. His will is on record 
in Will Book B, at page 107, Carthage courthouse. His brother 
Cornelius and his son Patrick were executors. The will was 
witnessed by his brother James and his son, Archibald, Jr. In 
it he left certain lands to his children, as follows: 


a. Patrick (likely the eldest) is left lend on the south 

side of Pate's Creek, and also sixty acres on Governor's 

Creek, 

Archibald, Jr. is to have the home place and various 

furnishings when he reaches twenty-one. He was then 

ebout eighteen, 

ec. Benjamin. I can find nothing about him, but in the 
year 1834 there was a court hearing between one Uliver 
P. Stark and a Benjamin Shields of Fayetteville, N.C. 

gd. Cornelius. No record that 1 can find. He wes eviden- 
telly named for his uncle, my great-grandfether. 

e. Eliza. The writing in the will is so poor and faded 
that I could not tell whether it referred to an Eliza 
Thomas or to Eliza and Thomas. However, the 1850 census 
refers to a Hiram Thomas with a wife Eliza. She was 
thirty-two years of age, thus born in 1818. Their 
children are John W. 8, Mary J.4, and James M. one month. 
(All these are Shields names).

Archihald lived north of Deen River near the Dickerson ford. 
He is listed in the 1806 Trial Docket Index, Moore County Clerk's 
office, and again in 1810 where he had 4 case against Robert Cheek, 


In 1815 he was listed with taxable property of 250 acres 
valued at $900.00 and other lands valued at $30.00. In 1817 he 
was granted twenty-four acres on Pate's Creek. This grant mentions 
James Shields's corner and also Wilson's line. It is likely the 
same land he willed his son Patrick. 


The 1810, 1820 and 1830 census all list the Archibald Shields 
family. At the 1830 census his wife is dead and Archibald is some- 
where between fifty and sixty. He was sround sixty-five at death. 


The Children of Archibald, brother to Cornelius 
Patrick Shields. He is the only child I have been able to trece. 
He lived near present-day Robbins. He was probably named for his 
Uncle Patrick, his father's brother. He married Martha J. Stewart, 
a daughter of George Stewart of Chatham County. See 1850 census:

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The family of Patrick Shields, son of Archibald, continued. 


The census records continue thru 1860 when Leura L. age 8 and 
Nancy J, age 4 are now in the family. Likewise three other children: 
Kenneth and Keith C. Worthy, age 7 and 5, and a nephew Cherles Shields 
age 13, the son of Archibald D. Shields, deceased. These names should 
be added to the 1860 census shown on the vreceeding page. The 1870 
census needs to have added to it a Julius Shields, age 2, living with 
his grandparents. By 1880 Patrick is 75, Jennie is 70 and only Kosanna 
36 and Mary 32 are still in the home. Patrick died April 29, 1891. 


Of these children, 1 found more about Rosannah than any of the 
others. She was born July 20, 1844 and died February 14, 1934 at age 
eighty-nine. She is buried at Cool Springs churchyard. 


Sophronia married James C. Davis, as his second wife, I believe. Their 
daughter Ruth married John Davis. Sophronia is buried in the Shields 
cemetary near Putnam. Ruth Davis had a child, Annie B. age 4 mo. 1880, 


Emily S. married Aaron Tillman. Their children were Kenneth Shields, 
Jane C. Kelly, John Tillman, William Tillman. Emily is buried in the 
family cemetary on the Stewart place. 


The 1870 census lists Aaron Tillman as 31, Mary Emily as 32, 
Jane 4, William 2. Living with them wes Kenneth Shields, 14. By the 
1880 census Kenneth W. Shields has married. He is 27, his wife 
Janie is 25 and they have two children: Lota B. 2 and Ada B. l. 


Bryant (Bogan) Shields was killed in the Civil War. His fellow 
Soldiers sent home his Bible to a sister. (See letter on page 42) 


_ Mary married Riley Stutts. She is buried in the same cemetary as 

_ Sophronia and Jennie. Her children were: Flora S. who married 
Edgbert Hill, Lucy S. who married a Pinkerton and Mattie S. who | 
married a Feree. Only Flora is living at this writing.Res. Asheboro, N.C. 


Sophia J. married Dock F. Davis of Coleridge, N.C. Both are dead. 
They are buried at Coleridge Methodist Church cemetary. Her child, 
Julius Shields (1869-1948) is buried at Fair Promise. He married 
Robena Phillips. Their children are: 


Laleh S. married to Herbert Maness 

Ole S. married to Robert Creed. Residence, Greensboro, N.C. 
Alma S. married to Ben fF. Craven. " ‘ : 
Florence D. married to James Gray. Buried at Coleridge Meth.Ch, 
Rosa Davis married to Joseph Cheek. Buried at Ramseur, N.C. 
Anne D. married to Wede Cheek. Buried at Coleridge Meth. Ch. 
Cleude Davis. Buried at Coleridge Baptist Church cemetary.

Their children Uda: D-; Philiips 
and Haywood Davis are also buried at Cool Springs.

* Sophronia must have been a sister to Patrick es the 1850 census 
makes her only nine yeers younger than his wife! 
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Archibald D. Shields, the son of Archibald, Sr., brother to my 
ereat-grandfather, is also in the 1850 census. He was the 
son who was to "eet the homeplace and various furnishings 
when he reaches twenty-one" according to his father's will. 


At the 1850 census Archibald was just 30 years of age. 
His wife, Finetty, was 31. Their family consisted of: 


Ann Ritter age 9 


Susan 4 
Charles C. 
George Moore 21 (probably a hired man) 


Archibald died in 1851. In June of that year his widow sued 
A.A.F. Seawell, administrator, in a petition for 4 year's support. 
She also entered suit against Ann Ritter and other minor heirs. 


A.C. Currie was appointed guardian for the three children. 
Later, around 1857, when Cornelius Shields died, another set of 
persons, namely Noah Richardson, W.B. Richardson and Samuel Barrett 
were bonded for the sum of $4,000 and Noah Richardson wes made the 
guardian of Ann Ritter and C.C. Shields. Evidentally Susan had died 
during the interim. 


I wish I could have been more successful in finding more about 
what happened to these children: who they married, etc. If anyone 
knows anything about them, or their descendents, I would like them 
to contact me, 


Besides Archibald, Sr. there were two other brothers of 
Cornelius Shields: namely, Patrick and James. I shall start with 
James Shields. His older brother outshone him in worldly wealth. 


He was born about,1783 and married Sussy (Susannah) a sister 
to his brother, Corneltus's wife. Both were daughters of Robert 
Davis and Nancy (Cheek) Davis. In 1815 he owned 200 acres of land. 
He was 67 at the 1850 census. His wife was 62 and his son was 22, 

James and Sussie had one son, Austin. The 1820 census shows 
Austin to be under ten years old. He had two sisters, also under 
ten years, two sisters between ten and sixteen. His father and 
mother were between 26-45 (actually they were in their mid-thirties). 


This family of James Shields lived near the Chatham County line, 
and he also had land in the Bear Creek township of Chatham. Again, 
I am unable to trace this family with certainty; however, I wonder 
if Alston Shields in the 1880 census of Ritter township is not 
Austin spelled differently: 


Alston Shields is 55 years old, and a farmer 
Mary, his wife, is 44 (writing indistinct)

For the James Shields edministration in 1861 see Bk.M, p.38 
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Patrick Shields, son of Benjamin and brother to Cornelius. 


From all I have been able to gather from old records, Patrick 
Shields is the ancestor of all the Shields families in and near 
Carthage. Thanks to an old will that I found in the Moore County 
courthouse, being the will of a John Wadsworth, I found Patrick's 
name, that of his wife and their four children. 


John Wadsworth was the son of Jason Wadsworth and his wife Sarah, 
both of whom are buried at Union Church near Carthage. John married 
Flora Monk who outlived her husband by many years. Nir. Rassie Wicker 
writes of her that "known as the widow Wadsworth, she continued to 
acquire land, some of it reaching past Little Creek to present-day 
Carthage." In the 1850 census Flora is 60 years old. Her daughter, 
Sarah Elizabeth is 26. She married a Black (see her will on record 
at Carthage courthouse.) Her son,Neill M. (Cornelius Monk) is 24 and 
a Mary BE. is 6. Flora Wadsworth's will was made August 4, 1868. She 
was by now eighty-eight years old. All her estate, both real and 
personal was left to her daughter Sarah E. Black "and such children 
as she may hereafter have." 


John Wadsworth was land wealthy . He is listed for Cumberland- 
Moore taxables in 1780 as owning three hundred acres, mostly acquired 
thru grants. He lived on Mill Swamp, near Carthage. He and his wife 
are also buried at Union. In his will of 1826 he mentions his three 
children: 

Catherine married to Patrick Shields. She was born in 1790. 
Sarah Elizabeth born eround 1824 
Cornelius Monk born around 1826. 


Also mentioned in his will are his grandchildren by Catherine 
Shields: John, Benjamin, Joseph and Minnie Shields. Their father, 
Patrick Shields, must have been born around 1785 as his wife was 
born in 1790. She outlived him. By 1850 she was sixty years old and 
living with her son William Joseph. She was dead by the 1880 census. 


The Four Children of Patrick and Catherine Shields 


1. John W. Shields. Born December 12, 1810, died February 15, 1900. 
Married to Margaret McIver. Both are buried at the Presbyterian 
Church cemetary at Carthage. Their children: 


a. Cornelius Monk, born January 30, 1842-died November 17,1905. 
He married Maggie Wadsworth. 

b. Mary and Martha (twins) Born February 6, 1848. Mery died on 
March 18, 1921 and Marthe died in 1896. 

c. Patrick.Born July 6, 1852, died at age 14, March 2h, 1866. 

d. Caroline, Born in 1855. She and all her brothers and sisters 
are buried in the Carthage Presbyterian cemetary. 


2. Benjamin Joseph Shields. Born 1812, died February 17, 1868, age 56. 
Married Mariah Mclver, sister to John W. Shields’ wife. Both are 
puried at Union Presbyterian Church. His marker says "Died in the 
Faith".

*x*xMinnie J. This second Minnie was born January 1, 1874 and died on 
August 3, 1906. She is also buried at the Presbyterain cemetary at 
Carthage, N.C. 


* Andrew Marcus and his wife Margaret Christian had a young 
son, N. Andrew, age three months, at the 1880 census. 


** Cornelius Monk, at the 1880 census, also had a son John 
Marshall, age one year. Minnie J. was then six years old. 
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Shields-Town, near Carthage 


This community of Shields' lies about two or three miles east 
of Carthage, past Little Creek. They are a loyal and clannish set 
of related families. Hardly any other such clan or local group is 
to be found in Moore Cotinty: all good, popular, useful folk. 


The ancestor of this group wes a benjamin Shields, whose home 
was the present Martin E. Shields place (he died after this article 
was written). His sisters were Edna and Kate. Benjamin Shields died 
not long after the Civil War. He was a farmer and shoemsker. His 
wife, Maria McIver, lived until 1892. tier grandson, the eminent 
Presbyterian divine, the Kev. Malcolm W.cGilvery Shields, cvreached 
her funeral. She and her husband and many of their descendents are 
puried in the old Presbyterian cemetary at Union, near Carthage. 


Leaving Carthage and crossing Little Creek you first come to 
the Duncan P. Shields home: a farmer, shoemaker, elder, justice of 
the peace, on board of Education, etc. He married Ann McLaughlin, 
sister of R.A. (Sandy) and Dougald McLaughlin. Their children were: 
Ben, Malcclm M., Dougald A., and Daniel R. Three daughters were 
Kate, Della and Elizabeth (who married John Sinclair) 


Next, on the left wes the home of John W. Shields end wife, 
Margaret McIver Shields. Their children were: Neill M., Patrick, 
who died young, Mary and Martha (twins) and Caroline. Neill married 
waggie Wadsworth, daughter of Sheriff Adam Wadsworth. John W. and 
his family are buried at the Carthage Presbyterian cemetary. 


South of John lived W. Joe Shields who married Emoline Shepherd, 
daughter of Prof. John Kelly's mother by her first marriage to 
Andrew Shepperd. Their children: Sarah, Fennie, Lawrence, John S. 
and Joe. The latter, who lived at the old homeplace are now dead. 

My father took me to see them once and they gave me a sweet little 
"chest on chest" that is a prized antique’ 


One-half mile south of them lived Ben Shields, mentioned above. 
His wife aria was sister of iiargaret(Mrs. John W. Shields) and also 
sister to Prof. J.C. Kelly's mother, Eliza McIver Kelly, the daughter 
of "Father" Duncan and Effie McNair McIver. They were the pérents of 
Duncan P. Shields, Doneld Shields and William Wadsworth Shields. 
Duncan's home and family are listed above. William Wadsworth Shields 
had several children: Martin FE. (mentioned above)Patrick, who lives 
in Waycross, Ga., Williem Wadsworth who married Dolly Everitt and 
lived near Little River, Nannie, who married Hugh McCollum, near 
Cole's Mill, and Edna and Kate, who stayed at the old home. 


The Duncan P. Shields set is especially noted, having sired the 
Rev. Malcolm McGilvary Shields, D.D. who became a popular and noted 
minister, holding a church in Atlanta, I believe. Kate married a 
Rev. Wicker of Aberdeen. He held pestorates at Brevard and about 
Durham, but he and his wife died early, leaving two little girls, 
Rassie and Jessie, who were sent to an orphanage. Della also took 
a minister husband, the Rev. McIlwain of Monroe, N.C. Eliza married 
John W. Sinclair, a popular Carthage merchant. 
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Sisters to Cornelius Shields 


1. Betty (Elizabeth) born around 1801. My father told me that 
she married a Paschal. The 1850 census lists a Paschal family 
that seems to fit:

This° family lived on the north side of Deep River, east 
of present-day Glendon. ‘this is probably the right Paschal for 
Betty to have married, since they are in the same neighborhood 
with all the other Shields folk. 


2. Kate. According to my father, she married a McManus. I cannot 
find any record of her. trobably she married and moved to 
another county. 


3. Sookey married a Jones. Since "Sookey" was & common nickname, 
it might stand for Susannah, but the only 1850 census family 
that might fit is that of a David Jones age sixty-two and with 
a wife Dorothy age sixty one. They have a large family and are 
living two doors from Cornelius Shields. The names of their 
children are Shields names, such as Rebecca, Sarah, Marthe and 
Lydia. 


4. Sarah. She married Philip Wilson, Sr. who died May 2, 1813. 
His will was signed in the presence of James Shields. He left 
to Robert Wilson to collect all debts due him; to his brother 
Sampson Wilson he left his clothes, and to his son Philip he 
left his saddle. Robert Wilson was administrator. (Wills I,p.277) 


Robert Wilson died in 1835 and his widow, Mahala, sued the 
administrators, Philip wilson end sndward W. Carroll, to have 
them lay off a year's provisions for her. She lived on the 
border of Chatham County. Also, in 1841, Thomes J. Purvis and 
wife Nancy sue for a distribution.

Robert, now twenty-nine, is married and in his own home. His 
wife is Mahala and they heve a child, Mary, age one. At brosperity 
Friend's Church cemetary is buried a Robert W. Wilson, born February 
14, 1841, died Feb. 13, 1895. He would have been nine years old in 
1850. I believe this is the same Kobert. 


Philip Wilson, his wife Lydia and two of his daughters are 
buried at the old Shields graveyard near Highfalls, along with 
members of the Benjamin Shields family. There are twenty-five to 
thirty other graves here, marked and unmarked, but with no inscrip- 
tions. 


One grave here is that of Emolie Jones (Feb. 16, 1822~-Aug. 
16, 1842). Most likely she is a child of Sookey Shields. 


In Orders and Decrees, Bk. I, page 460 is found the estate 
of Philip Wilson, deceased. The date is December 15, 1876. All 
is left to his widow. Kobert Wilson is to help assess the value 
of the estate, in Ritter township. 
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Chapter LV 


Cornelius Shields (1779-1857) 


Cornelius Shields was my great-grandfather, and as such was 
always of interest to me. He is buried beside my grandfather, John 
W. Shields, at the old Mechanics Hill burying ground in Robbins ,N.C. 
My father had a granite marker erected over these two graves. They 
are the only ones so marked in this old cemetary where lie over one 
hundred of the early settlers of this region. I deeded this land to 
the Woodmen of the World with the understanding that these graves 
should always be cared for and protected. Unfortunately, they failed 
to tell me that they planned a swimming pool behind their lodge 
building, and 1 fear many old graves were sacrificed for this pool. 
In 1975 I deeded the Moore County Historical Assosciation the part 
of the old graveyard still left intact. A bronze marker set into a 
large native rock now marks the site of this burying-ground. 


It is from Cornelius that Il have endeavored to trace his 
descendents. Back of Cornelius the line is difficult to prove 
by a written record. What I have been able to gather as to the 
Shields families in Moore prior to Cornelius, as well as his 
brothers and sisters, has already been told earlier in this paper. 


Cornelius Shields was a man of considerable wealth for the 
time in which he lived. He had extensive land holdings, including 
the California, or Shields goldmine, and he was the owner of eight 
slaves. The 1850 census lists him with $5,500.00 worth of real 
estate. In the 1815 list of Moore County land owners he is shown 
as owning 1,156 acres. At his death in 1856 this acerage was listed 
in his Division as the Home Tract, the Entry Tract, the Goldmine 
Tract, the Needham tract and the River Tract. The home tract was 
across Bear Creek, the entry trect lay along the highway to the 
present town of Seagrove, just outside of Robbins town limits, the 
goldmine tract embraced part of the present-day tale mine property 
near Robbins, and the Needham tract lies just below the former 
high school in Robbins, and extended to Bear Creek. I have never 
been able to locate the river tract. 


Cornelius came into possession of the fine David Kennedy home 
and lands (the home tract) around 1830, when all of Kennedy's 
property was sold for 4 song, to help repay notes he had signed for 
his brother Alexander. David, a broken man, moved his family to 
Alabama, and the house described by my father in Country Doctor 
became the femily home, 


Cornelius Shields was twice married: first to Molly Davis, a 
daughter of the Revolutionary soldier Robert Davis and Nancy Cheek 
Davis of the Putnam community. Molly died sometime before 1835, as 
the first child of his second marriage to Jane Cheek was born in 
November of 1836. No one knows where Molly Shields is buried, but 
I feel certain that it is at the old Mechanics Hill graveyard, 
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The census of 1800 shows Cornelius and wife as both between 
seventeen and twenty-five years old (he was twenty-one) and with 
two boys under ten. These would be William and Archibeld. From 
1811 to 1830 he took out grents for two hundred and forty acres. 
later on he acquired a large grist mill, as well as the California 
gold mine property. He was also, as the wife of his son James 
Martine recounted, a scholar and ae teacher of college-bound 
students, and likewise an unordained preacher. | 


By the 1830 census his femily had increased to one son under 
five and nine daughters. He now owned three sleves. The 1850 census 
is the first to give the names and eges of his children:

Jane (second wife) 51 
John Wesley 2h 
Martha, his wife 23 
James Martine 13 
Elizabeth Jane 10 
Cassandra a 


Jane Cheek, the second wife, was born about 1799 and died 
after the 1880 census. At this census she was living with her son, 
James Martine Shields, and was eighty-one years old. She is buried 
at Tabernacle Church cemetary, Robbins, N.C. 


John Wesley, the last child of the first marriage, is newly 
married at this census and he and his bride, the former Martha 
Stutts, are living with Cornelius. The other children are all 
married and in homes of their own, 


James Martine, Elizabeth Jane and Cassandra were children 
of the second marriage. The 1850 census lists the households of 
Archibald Shields, Cornelius Shields, Jr., Robert Shields, Ann R, 
Shields married to James Stutts, and Isabella Shields married to 
Lindsay Stutts. Lucinda Shields had married an Everitt Maness and 
had moved to Flowery Branch, Ga, 


Cornelius Shields died in January of 1857. His son, John 
Wesley followed him in death in June of that year. Also dead by 
the time his estate was settled in 1859 were his oldest son, 
William, a son Benjamin, his daughter Catherine who had married 
Henry Brown, a daughter Mary who hed married Robert L. Purvis, 
a’ daughter Nancy who had married Amos Bridges and Emily Shields 
who had married a Stutts. 


The Division of the Cornelius Shields estate is found in 
Orders and Decrees, Book 3, page 147 in the office of the Clerk 
of Court for Moore County. I have a hand-written copy of it. The 
commissioners appointed to make partition among the heirs were: 
K. Matheson, E.N. Moffitt, a physician, John Williams, John 
Howard and William Jourdan.

Lot # 7 of the Home Tract, left to Hector McNeill and wife, 
Elizabeth, daughter of Cornelius, was known és Shields Hill, or 
the old California Gold Mine and wes once mined by Cornelius. Present 
owners sre the P.M. Stewart heirs. 


Cornelius Shields operated a merchant mill on Bear Creek, 
and in 1849 entered into a contract with G.C. Mendenhall to 
construct a toll-bridge over the creek, to this mill. It was 
later known as the Richardson mill, and is described by my father 
in his book Country Doctor. In May of 1860 Archibald Shields, Sr. 
and other heirs of the late Cornelius Shields sold this mill-site 
to W.J. Richardson for $940.00 Before being known as the Shields 
Mill, it was called the Davis-Kennedy mill... partners being David 
Kennedy and Robert Davis. 


J.C. Jackson was administrator for the Cornelius Shields 
estate, and Noah Kichardson was appointed guardian for the minor 
heirs. Bond for J.C. Jackson, sdministrator, was set at $30,000 
with T.B. Tyson, Richard Street, Lewis Phillips, W.M. Person, 
Archibald Shields and Cornelius Shields as securities. 


Bond for each set of minor children was set at $3,000, excepting 
for Ann Ritter and Charles C. Shields (children of Archibald, Jr.) 
where the vond was $4,000.00 


In the spring term of 1858 Jane Shields, the widow, petitioned 
the court to "order a jury of twelve freeholders to be summoned to 
lay off and assign to Jane Shields one-third of the said lands of 
which her husband, Cornelius Shields, died siezed and possessed, 
for her dowery." 


In July term of 1859 the commissioners were requested to 
divide and partition the lands of Cornelius Shields among his 
heirs at law. I have an original copy of this old Division.

Molly (Davis) Shields 
and 


Her Descendents 


The maternal side of the Shields history must not be forgotten. 
We, the present-day descendents, are as much 4 part of Molly Davis, 
his first wife, or Jane Cheek, the second wife, as we are of Cornelius 
Shields from whom we claim descent. While I have not been able to 
learn much about Jane Cheek, other than that she lived to a ripe old 
age, and is buried at Tabernacle Church cemetary, at Robbins, I have 
traced Molly Davis's line to some degree. 


She was a daughter of a Revolutionary soldier, Robert Davis and 
his wife, Nancy Cheek. They lived near present-day Putnam, and are 
buried at the old Sophronia Davis homeplace, on the old road leading 
to Deep River. Several graves and headstones are standing, with the 
lettering clearly legible. They read, as follows: 


"Sacred to the memory of robert Davis, born 1744-died 1828" 
"Nancy Cheek Davis, born 1755, deseased 7th day of Oct., 1822 
"James C. Davis, 1791-1869, married Sarah White, 1790-1867" 


I do not know Molly's dates, or where she is buried, though 
I expect her grave is an unmarked one, close to her husband's, at 
old Mechanics Hill graveyard, adjacent to the Woodmen of the World 
building at Robbins. If, supposing, she married at sixteen, and had 
twelve children in the next 24 years, this would make her eround 
forty when she died, which was before 1836 when the first child of 
the second marriage to Jane Cheek was born. This would give a Birth 
of 1776 in round figures. 


Her father, Robert Davis, figures prominently in the old Minute 

Book I, at the Carthage courthouse, as well as in the old Grant Books, 
He was a private in Brevard's 10th Regiment (see Colonial Becords, 
vol. 16, p.1048) According to my father's recollections in Country 
Doctor, "Robert Davis, my great grandfather, made and repaired guns 
for the Revolutionary soldiers." Attesting to this same fact is a 
letter from Mary Edith Gaston of Glenwood, lowa to my father in 

1930 in which she writes that "On this land stood a gun factory 
which was operated by David Knnedy with two hundred men under his 
charge during the War of 1812. This gun factory was owned and operated 

by Robert Davis during the Revolutionary War. I understand he owned 
the land on which it stood at that time." 


In the 1815 listing of landowners in Moore County, Robert Davis 
entered 1,300 acres of land valued at $1,500.00 In the 1790 census 
he listed one male, over sixteen, beside himself and three girls, 
plus his wife and one slave. 
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Molly Davis, first wife of Cornelius Shields 


The Robert Davis family, of which Molly was a daughter, was 
an old and well-known name in early upper Moore County. Besides 
her father, Robert, there were Arthur, Matthew, Ralph and Stephen 
Davis, all living in the late 1780's. Whether they were related I 
do not know, but rather think they were brothers, except for Stephen. 
The William Davis who made his will on February 9, 1788 may have 
been their father. 


Robert Davis is listed often in Minute Docket I, where he is 
appointed poll-keeper, a member of the jury, a road overseer. He 
records his mark for branding cattle. He made various land grants, 
the oldest being in 1787. One is for two hundred acres, joining his 
line and those of Robert Cheek and Charles Shering,. 


He was also a soldier in the War of the Revolution (see the 
Colonial Records, vol.16, page 1048). He enlisted as a private in 
1782 in Brevard's Company, 10th Regiment. His pension record is to 
be found in Vol. 2, page 62 of Colonial Kecords. 


In the 1815 tax listing Robert Davis accounts for 1,300 acres 
of land, valued at $1,500.00. He is also listed in the first, or the 
1790 census of Moore County. where he has one son over sixteen, 
three daughters, his wife and one slave. 


Robert Davis was twice married: first to Cibby by whom he had 
Levi and Stephen, and secondly to Nency Cheek, who was Molly's 
mother. I am indebted to Mrs. Mable L. Lassiter of Burlington for 
information about the heirs of his first marriage. There is not 
much that I could learn about the children of the second wife 
except the census records given on page nineteen. Researching the 
Robert Davis family would make a fine project for some one of his 
descendents, 


Nancy Cheek, the second wife of Robert Davis, was a daughter 
of James Cheek, I believe. The Robert Davis family lived near 
present-day Putnam. A Mr. Davis led me to the site of their last 
resting place: a wooded grave-site on the old road to Deep River. 
I was surprised to find the lettering on the tombs of Kobert and 
Nancy clear and legible after all these years. Robert lived to be 
eighty-five and his wife died at age sixty-seven. 


Their son, James C. Davis had requested a building large 
enough to cover three graves to be built over his grave and that 
of his first wife. He probably intended that his second wife, | 
Sophronia (Shields) would be buried there also. but this was not 
to be. No building was erected, and Sophronia is buried in the 
Shields cemetary, near Putnam. James B. rests beside his first 
wife, Sarah, in the same burying ground es his father and mother. 
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Besides James C. Davis and Molly Davis Shields, Robert Davis 
and his wife had the following children: Joe and William Davis, a 
daughter Amy who merried Mike Rollin, and Susannah (Sussie) who 
married the brother of Corenlius Shields, James Shields. Some of 
these are listed with their families in the 1850 census:

James C. later married Sophronia, e sister (?) of Patrick 
Shields, a son of Cornelius's brother Archibald. James C. Davis 
had several children by his first marriage: Jemes, John, Atlas, 
Mary (Davis) Harper and Jane (Davis) Swift. (See Orders and 
Decrees, Book i, page 8) For his second marriage to Sophronia, 
see page 8. James C. Davis left detailed orders for his burial 


in his Will. This is recounted in A Guide to Moore Count 
Cemetaries, by Anthony Parker, grave-site no. 238, 

An older William Davis (probably a brother to Robert) entered 
fifty acres in 1793 on the north side of Deep River, adjoining his 
own, and Benjamin Shields' line. Even earlier than this William 
was a William Davis who made @ will dated Feb. 9, 1788 (Wills A, 
page 235) in which his son William is left his working tools and 
ten pounds of money. Son John is left 320 acres in Wake County 
and seventy-five pounds money. Benjamin Cooper and wife Sarah, 
also Henry Person a son-in-law, are each left one cow and calf. 
Willis Davis, grandson, is left 250 acres and two cows and calves. 


His beloved wife, Sarah, is mentioned. This will was witnessed by 
Benjamin Shields and Sarah Cooper, who made her mark, 


Robert Davis was also supposed to have first married a Cibby 
(last name unknown)which marriage ended in divorce. By her he had 
two sons, Levi and Stephen. 


Levi Davis, born 1766-died 1838, married Mary Rudyard. They 
moved to Jackson County, Ohio and raised a large family, some of 
whom moved to Iowa and became fairly wealthy. 


Stephen Davis (1767-1863) married Lizzie Smith (1769-1863) 
They lived in the western part of Moore County. Their children: 
Robert (Oct.8, 1804-July 11, 1878) Married Mary Kennedy. 
Jesse married Lydia Kennedy. (no.951 of the 1850 census) 
John married Zelpha Greene (no. 1219 of the 1850 census) 
Martha married Locke Allen (no. 1205 of the 1850 census) 
Mary married Arthur Leach (no. 1208 of the 1850 census)

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William Shields 
First-born son of Cornelius Shields 


The 1850 census lists William Shields as being fifty-three 
years of age, and a widower. This would make him born in 1797 
when his father was just eighteen. He died between 1850 and 1857, 
I have not been able to learn whom he married, 


He had four children, all of whom are listed in the Cornelius 
Shields division. In 1850 his son Wesley was twenty-three. A daughter, 
or daughter-in-law named Arscina was twenty, Sarah was seventeen, and 
Mary was ten. Living next door was his married daughter, Lydia, the 
wife of Hiram Johnson. 


William died prior to his father, for the estate division lists 
him as deceased and names as his children and heirs Hiram Johnson 
and wife Lydia, Wesley Shields, Amos Bridges and wife Sarah, and 
Emily Shields. (She was probably Mary Emily). Arscina is left out. 


I shall take up these children in order: 


1. Lydia Shields who married Hiram Johnson. The 1850 census lists 
this family, eas follows:

I regret that I have been unable to trace this large family, 
but certeinly these names should be familiar to some persons now 
living, who might furnish me with names of their descendents. None 
of them are listed in Moore County Cemetaries, by Tony Parker, though 
his book carries the names of many Johnsons. 
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2. Wesley Shields, son of William. He was born either in 1827 or 
1828. On March lst, 1857 he married Adeline Wilson. Her full 
name must have been Louisa Adeline, as the wedding licence lists 
her as Louisa A, as likewise does the 1860 census, 


In 1860 Wesley sold his part of his grandfather Cornelius 
Shields's inheritance, deeding all five lots to R.W. Goldston. 
If Arscina were a first wife of Wesley, she must have died in 
1856 or earlier. Louisa A. also died early, shortly after the 
1860 census. The census taker wrote in his notes that the cause 
of her death was unknown but that she had been ill for over a 
year. She left a little son, John W. Shields, age two. In 1878 
K.W. Worthy, public administrator, declared her estate worthless, 
as well as that of her husband, Wesley. Probably the advent of 
the Civil War caused these records to be recorded late. 


The last census reporting the Wesley Shields family is 
the following:

3. Sarah Shields, daughter of William. She was born in 1833, but i 
do not know when she died. She is mentioned as the deceased wife 
of Amos Bridges in the Cornelius Shields Division, but yet in 
another part of this same Division Amos Bridges! wife is 
called Nancy. Was Nancy a nickname for Sarah? 


This couple had two children, Horace end Mary Bridges. 
The mother was dead at the time of the estate settlement, so her 
children inherited from their grandfather. After his sister's 
death, Horace sold his share to A.H. McNeill. 


In the 1880 census Amos bridges, now sixty-five, has taken 
a second wife named Carrie. Their children are: 


Joe Bridges age 20 


Ben 18 
Milly 15 
Cinthia 12 


What happened to this family? None are buried in Moore County, 
or at least are not listed in the book Moore County Cemetaries by 
Tony Parker. Another puzzle is that in 1860 James Stutts, the husband 
of Ann R. Shields sued Amos and Sarah Bridges for a debt of $33.20. 

A judgement was brought against them, and for $5.00 A.R. McNeill 
pought all the lends left to Sarah. This date would seem to prove 
that Nancy was the first wife and Serah the second. No one will ever 
know, likely. 
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4. Mary Shields, daughter of William. Nothing is known about her 
except that she was born about 1840. As she is not mentioned in 
the Cornelius Shields division, I assume she died prior to 1857. 
There is a possibility that her full name was Mary Emily, as an 
Emily Shields is listed. 


This Emily Shields married Herbert Williams on August 13, 
1862. He was likely the same Herbert Williams who joined the 48th 
Division, enlisting February 27, 1862 and who was wounded at 
Sharpsburg on September 17th, 1862. He could have been the son of 
Matthew Williams (no.1044 in the 1850 census for Moore County) who 
was eleven at that date, 


In October of 1884 Herbert and Emily Williams sold my father, 
Dr. H.B. Shields, all the lands left to Emily in the Cornelius 
Shields division. 


Going back to Wesley Shields, if his full name was William. 
Wesley, he could be the W.W. Shields of Moore County listed in 
the Confederate pension records. 


The 1880 census lists Adelaide Shields as a widow, so Wesley 
was then dead. The son, John W. was by that time likely married 
and in a home of his own.(This must be snother Adeleide Shields) 


I have found several land transactions of a J.W. Shields 
and wife, Catherine E. that I believe to be the above-named son 
of Wesley and Adelaide Shields. 


In 1894 they sell land to T.F. Tally and wife. in 1901 
they sell land in Ritter's township to J.R. Seawell,. In 1892 
J.W. Shields, Jr. deeds Catherine E. Shields "land on the © 
Island road, Ritter township". Finally, in 19le Catherine E. 
(probably a widow by now) sells land to J.M. Cole "in the 
middle of the Island road." 
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Archibsld Shields

The 1850 census lists Archibald Shields as being fifty years 
of age, thus making him the second son of Cornelius, born when his 
father was twenty-one. Since the eldest son, William, was dead at 
the time of Cornelius's death, Archibald was appointed administrator, 
but for some reason did not serve. J.C. Jackson took over the adminis- 
tration in April of 1857. 


Archibald's wife was named Miriam, but it is spelled Merriman 
in the census of 1850. This family lived north of Deep River in the 
Street and Cheek settlement not far from Glendon. One of their sons, 
Enoch N. Shields and his wife are buried in the Shields family ceme- 
tary on the Boyd Benfield homeplace between High Falls and Glendon. 
Four of the graves there are clearly marked but there are twelve or 
more graves without inscriptions. I feel certain that this is the 
Archibald Shields graveyard and that he and Miriam are buried here.

A number of discrepancies in reporting ages is evident here. 
Cassandra is incorrectly named "Lysandra" by the 1850 census teker, 
and his age jumps greatly between the two censuses. The gaps in the 
census figures show which children were merried and in their own 
homes in succeeding years. 


Though I have no death date for Archibald, it had to have been 
after the 1880 census. In 1881 his widow, Miriam, filed for probate 
(see Probate Docket I) Archibald's division is found in Orders and 
Decrees, Book 2, page 139. A.A.F. Seawell was administrator. 


I believe that Miriam was a Phillips before her marriage, as 
I found a deed in Chathem County where Archibald and wife, along 
with a number of Phillips heirs, sell 200 acres in 1835. 
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In May of 1860 Archibald Shields, Sr. and other heirs of the 
late Cornelius Shields agree to sell W.J. Richardson an acre known 
as the Shields Mill Tract, formerly the Davis-Kennedy mill, for $940. 
The former partnership was that of Robert Davis and David Kennedy. 
For the story of this mill, see my father's book Country Doctor. 


The Children. of Archibald Shields 


1. Enoch N. married Mery Phillips on April 4, 1852. Enoch died on 
May 16, 1898 and his wife followed him on September 17, 1902. 
They are buried at the Shields family cemetary on the Boyd Ben- 
field place near Highfalls, 


This couple had two sons: Ervin Goldston and Archibald A, 
G.A. Smith administered on Enoch's estate in 1901.(Bk. D-N, page 
399, Pittsboro Registry). Mary Shields was allotted her dowery. 
Later, in 1902, Archibald bought 107 acres, including his late 
father's home in Bear Creek township, Chetham County, excepting 
the dower interest. 


a. Irvin Shields, son of Enoch, was born about 1863 as he 
was twenty-seven years old and a married man with wife 
and children in the 1880 Chatham County census. He 
married Elizabeth Murray, daughter of Alvin Murray. She 
died March 12, 1924 and is buried at Pleasant Grove in 
Chatham. Irvin died May 11, 1941. Their children: 


Manda who married Henry Patterson. Both deceased. 
Mattie who married John Poole. Their children: Max, 
John, Elizabeth, Arthur. 

Ada who married Prate Dorsett. Both deceased. Their 
daughter Barbare is dead.Another daughter, 
Virginia married a Goins and lives near 
Harper's Cross Roads, N.C. 

Alexander W. married Artie Lowdermilk. Their chil- 
dren are: Sterlton, Glennon (dead) Lula who 
married J.C. Pugh, John Jasper, a Greensboro 
attorney who married Susanne ?, Lois who 
married a Todd, professor at U.N.C. Chapel Hill, 
and Leta who married Johnnie Allen, baseball 
pitcher for the New York Giants, 

Mery E. who died at age 16 or 18. 

William Manly who married Caroline Brady. They had 
two children: Edna who died at age five, and 
Clayton L. who married Mary Scott. Their chil- 
dren sre Hazel Lee who married Charles Shoffner 
and Clayton Lester, Jr. who married Jeanne 
Fortune. This couple has e son, Billy Shields. 
His father is deceased.

In June of 1902 Archibald and Susie Shields of Moore County 
| mortgege to A.M. Howard for $150.00 lend in bear Creek township, 
| Chatham County of 107 acres "being the Enoch Shields lands on 
which he lived and died". (Deed Bk. D-R, page 154 Chatham County) 
This is the homeplace he had purchused thet same year (see page 
26) and it is hoped thet he paid off the mortgage and kept the 
lend. This would be ea project for his descendents to examine, 
especially if the Enoch Shields home is still standing.

2. Martha Shields, daughter of Archibald. According to the 1850 
census, Martha wes the oldest of the children. She was born in 
1828. She first married Luther Paschal and by him she had two 
children, Jim and Tom. 1 have not been able to learn more of 
them or their descendents. She next married Alfred Shields in 
1862. I have been unable to trace his ancestry. The young couple 
were living next to her father in Ritter township. The 1870 
census lists the family as:

I have been unable to find any further record of Geneva. 
Arabelle, known as Belle, had a son Fred, born July 10, 1889 
died December 6, 1958. His mother died when he was young and he 
was raised by his grandparents. He is buried at Fair Promise 
churchyard, Glendon, N.C. His widow, Molly Paschal, survives him. 
The Fred Shields home, which he inherited from his grand-parents, 
stands empty on the Highfells-Glendon road. It may well be the 
Martha and Alfred Shields home. Behind it is the old family 
graveyerd with five graves, none merked. According to Mrs. Fred 
Shields the bodies of Alfred, Marthe, Geneva, Annie and Belle 
rest here. 


Mrs. Howard Shields tells me that Alfred was a sawmill man 
who came here from another pert of the country. He boarded at the 
Archibald Shields place and there met Martha. The Fred Shields 
home, according to her, was originally en old log house---probably 
the home of Architald Shields. The Alfred Shields lived here and 
left it to their grand-son.

3. Hannah Shields, daughter of Archibeld. 1 have no record of her, 
except her age, 40, at the 1680 census. She likely never 
married. Mrs. Howard Shields tells me she was a hunchback. 
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4. Orrin Shields, son of Archibald. I could learn very little of 
him. In 1861 there was a suit on the Trial Docket of Moore Co. 
the State vs. Orrin Shields. This is listed in an old index to 
trial dockets. Again 1 am indebted to Mrs.Howard Shields who 
told me the following: 


Orrin left his wife and baby and went to Tennessee, after 
being accused of horse stealing. The mother of Mrs. Howard 
Shields took the weekly Atlanta Constitution which had a letter 
section in it. She wrote the paper, asking if anyone knew of a 
descendent of Orrin Shields of Texas. It was answered by an 
Atlas Shields, age sixty-eight, of Toone, Texas, who wrote thet 
his father wes accidentally killed by his stepson, with an axe, 


The 1860 census lists Orrin Shields as 25, his wife Lavinia 
as 25, Adelaide, a daughter as 5 and Alvis, a son, as 3. Did the 
father take his son with him, and is Alvis the Atlas who answered 
the letter? The names are quite similar, 


5. Mahala Shields, daughter of Archibald. No record except her 
age, 30, in the 1880 census. Did she merry Robert Wilson? 


6. Margaret (Nancy) daughter of Archibald married a Cox, Andrew 
Cox, their son, has a son Robert who lives at Bear Creek, 
Rt. 1. He was in poor health when last heard from, and did 
not answer my letter of inquiry. (See page 77 for more.) 


7. Lucy Shields, daughter of Archibeld, married J.H. Martindale 
on January 17, 1865. This family is in both the 1870 and 
1880 census:

9. Miriam Shields was e daughter of Archibald, days Mrs. Howard 
Shields. She married Charles Phillips and they had a son, 
Bascom Phillips. Since she is not listed in the 1850 census, she 
could be a later child. 


10. Lydia Shields. No record that I could find. 


ll. Cassandra Shields, son of Archibald. The notation on his 
tombstone says that Cassandra died in Februery of 1919 at age 
seventy-two. This makes his birth differ from the 1850 census 
figures; however, 1 have found that these census figures do not 
always tally with the correct age. Often people listed themselves 
as being youneer than they were, or the census taker made a care- 
less error.a. 


Cassandra and some of his family are buried behind the 
home of his son, Howard Shields, just off the Highfalls-Glendon 
| road at the old Cass Shields homeplace. The family plot contains 
‘ the bodies of Cassandra and his wife, Lydia Ann Nunnery, 6 son 
/ Carl, another son Eddin who died in 1945, and two baby daughters 
} who died young. Cassandra's children are: three girls who died 
‘ in infancy, Carl, died age 28, Eddin who died in 1945, Elvin 
Earl who married a Miss Crabtree, residence, Chapel Hill, N.C., 
| Roy who married a Willard, residence, Asheboro, N.C., Leonard T,. 
who married a Miss Rackley, residence Newport News, Va., Jemes 
Alton who married Lucille Seawell, granddaughter of Quimby Seawell, 
and Howard who married Edna Williams.Their children: Christine 
(Mrs. Roger Lengley) and Marylyn (Mrs. Ronald Cockmen. ) 
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Although I have gone on the assumption that the Archibald 
Shields whose family is here traced was the son of Cornelius, I 
have found no less than three Archibalds in this family. The first 
Archibald, whom I take to be a brother of Cornelius, was administrea- 
tor of the Benjamin Shields estate and was over forty-five at the 
1820 census. He had a son, Archibald Jr. who was born in 1820 and 
died in 1851. He would therefore be a nephew:. to Cornelius, and 
this may account for the fact that, at Cornelius’ death, ea guardian 
was appointed, bonded at $4,000,to look after the minor children of 
this man. They were Ann Ritter, Charles C, and Susan Shields. 


This leaves the Archibald, born in 1800 and who lived until 
1881, to be the son of Cornelius. In 1860 he and the other Shields 
heirs sell the Shields Mill tract. This is the Archibald whose line 
I have traced. 


I must give credit to Mrs. Howard Shields for much of the 
information used here, and also to Mrs. Clerence Wilson. Mrs. 
Dorothy Garner helped me with the Archibald A. Shields family, and 
a newly-discovered kinswoman, Mrs. Hazel Shoffner, of Pleasant 
Garden, brought me up to date on the Irvin Shields descendents.

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Robert D. Shields, son of Cornelius 
and 
His descendents 


Robert D. Shields. He was born in 1803, as he was forty-seven 
years old in 1850. This son was probably named for both his grand- 
fathers: Robert Shields and Robert Davis. In the Cornelius Shields 
division he was given certain lands. He later deeded Lot #10 on the 
River to his brother, Cornelius, Jr. In 1890 all his remainding lots 
inherited from his father were sold by Martha Jane and Arabella 
Shields to W.K. Jackson. Martha Jeane was the wife of his grandson, 
John W. Shields, son of Allen Shields. These consisted of Lot #10 
Home Tract, Lot #15 Needham Tract, Lot #13, Entry Tract and Lot #9 
Goldmine Tract. 


Like his younger brother, Cornelius, Jr. Robert moved to 
Chatham County early in life. He is listed in the Chatham 1850 
census as a farmer living on Okey Branch of Bear Creek in Bear 
Creek township.

Allen, the only son, enlisted in the Civil War and died soon 
after the end of the conflict. His widow, Nancy Tally, also died 
shortly afterward. They were married on April 27, 1858. (Marriage 
Book I, page 60 of Chatham County). He left three children who 
inherited from their grandfather, Robert Shields. 


Robert Shields was married twice: first to Ann Martin, as 
shown by the 1850 census. His second marriage, on February 27,1866 
was to Martha Jane Harden (Marriage Book I, page 118 Chatham County 
The couple had two children: Robert Allen and a daughter, Martha 
Lucinda. The son was probably named for his deceased half-brother 
and the daughter for her aunt, Lucinda Shields. 


On January 11, 1869, just before his death, Robert D. Shields 
and wife Martha Jane of Chatham County sell Cornelius Shields, dr. 
of Moore County land on the waters of Tyson Creek, adjoining the 
5 lands of Archibald Shields and others, the same being Lot #10 on 
j the River Tract, inherited from the Cornelius Shields estate.

In 1836 Robert and Cornelius Shields, Jr. bought from James 
England 630 acres on the Okey branch of Bear Creek, being the plar 
tation where said Robert and Cornelius Shields, Jr. now live. The 
deed was witnessed by Cornelius Shields and Sugar Jones. (Book A-D 
page 451 Chatham County).

In 1842 Robert sold to Cornelius Shields of Moore County 298 
acres of this land "where Robert Shields now lives". (Book A-F,p.276) 
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In 1831 John Fesmire of Chatham sold to Robert Shields of 
Moore County 150 acres on Flat Creek, containing his plantation. 
Book A-C, page 30 Chatham County). This is probably about the 
time that Robert moved to Chatham, as his first child, Allen, was 
born around 1837. 


Will of Robert Shields, year 1869 


"I give to my beloved wife Jane 198 acres of land on the west 
side, including all the buildings and plantation where I now live... 
for the term of her natural life or widowhood. 


I give to my grandchildren, Susan, John and Lydis Shields 
one mare, Blaze, and fifty acres of land on the east side of my 
tract. (These are the children of his deceased son, Allen.) 


*I give to my daughter Emily J., wife of N.R. Smith, one mare 
Lib, and fifty acres on the east side of my tract. 


To my grand-daughter, Susan Shields, one bureau. To my wife 
Jane, two beds, also household and kitchen furniture; all my 
cattle and hogs, my old mare, Bet, and the crop and provisions 
i on hand at my death, and my waggon to be made use of on the plan- 
tation." 


Noah B. Smith and the widow, Jane Shields, were made exectu- 
tioners. Witnesses were J.A. Scott and George H. Shields, @& son 
of Cornelius, Jr. 


Allen, the son by the first marriage is not mentioned in the 
will, as he died in 1869, st age thirty-two, just before his 
father's death. Since Lydia R. is also not mentioned, she must 
have died prior to her father. Allen's wife, Nancy Tally, later 
married a Hughes, and as Nancy Hughes filed for Allen Shields's 
Confederate pension. (Pension Records, Archives, Raleigh, N.C.) 


In September of 1873 the commissioners met to lay off the 
lands of Robert Shields, deceased. The heirs were Emily J. Smith, 
heirs of Allen Shields, deceased, namely Susan F. Shields, John 
W. Shields and Lydia B. Shields, and Robert Allen Shields, son 
by the second marriage. His daughter, Lucinda, was born after his 
death, so was not included in the settlement.

As to the grand-children, I have learned the following: 
In 1880 Lydia B. was seventeen and living with her mother and 
step-father, John C. and Nancy Hughes. John W. Shields married 
Martha Jane (last name unknown). He must have died before 1890, 
for in September of that year Martha Jane and Arabella, her 
daughter, sell Lot #10 on the Home Tract and Lot #15 on the 
River, both of which were inherited by Robert D. Shields in the 
Cornelius Shields division. 


Was Martha Jane born a Stuart? George Stuart in his will of 
1874 mentions three married daughters, one of whom was Marthe 
Shields.

Robert Allen Shields, her son, merried Rebecca Alice Phillips, 
age nineteen on February 2nd, 1693. He was then twenty-five years 
old. She was the daughter of Dr. Elmodon Phillips and his wife 
Louisa Brady. Robert Allen died August 15, 1945. His wife lived 
until July 15, 1959. Both are buried at Bennett Baptist Church. 

A daughter, Edith Shields, wife of 0.P. Powell is buried on her 
parent's plot with them. She was born December 12, 1901 and died

Robert Allen moved his family to the Carthage-Vass vicinity, 
and finally into Carthage itself so that his children could obtain 
better schooling. Here my late father, Dr. H-B. Shields, treated 
them through the flu epidemic of World War I days. They lived on 
the Little Creek road, but eventually moved back to Bennett. 


Martha Lucinda and Robert Allen are both listed in the 1880 
Chatham County census as living with their grendmother, Julia A, 
Harden. Lucinda is thirteen and Robert is twelve. Martha Lucinda 
(called Aunt Mattie by her neices and nephews) married Tom Riddle 
of Sanford. This couple had three children: Blanche who married 
Hugh A. Page of Clayton, N.C. and had a son, Hugh A. Jr., Annis 
Shields who married a York and Lizzie who married a Donnell and 
had a daughter Martha. Blance is dead and my informant is not 
certain about the other girls.

Benjamin Shields was born February 2nd, 1805 and died December 
10, 1861. He was twice married: first to a Hannah Graves, whose 
dates were February 2nd, 1807-Juky 1830. His second wife was Lydia 
Phillips, born in 1808. At the 1880 census she was seventy-two of 
age and living with her grandson Thomas. 


Benjamin is buried in the Shields family cemetary, east of 
High Falls and in the rear of the old Councilman homeplace. Some 
of his children are buried there also, but neither of his two wives. 


By his first marriage Benjamin had one child, Lydia Blake 
Shields. Her dates are 1829-1897. She married a Daniel Fry. They 
are both buried at the Carthage Presbyterian Church cemetary. The 
1880 census shows this family as follows:

From reading the administrator's reports, death notices, and 
the letters that Catherine wrote a doctor about her condition, i am 
reasonably sure that consumption killed off this family. 


Robert was discharged from active war service because he had 
consumption, and even John W. who lived to be seventy-one died, as 
his doctor wrote, of pulmonary tuberculosis "thought to have existed 
for forty years". 


Death of Mr. Braxton Shields 
(newspaper account) Jan. 11, 1895 


"On Friday morning last, the sad intelligence was wired here 
from Selma, Alabama that Mr. Braxton Shields, a native of this 
county, who was engaged in the drug business at that place, had been 
found dead in his bed that morning, having died of heart disease. 

Mr. Shields was a young man, just in the prime of life, being 
only 28 years old. He had many warm friends, both at Selma and here, 
who were much grieved to learn of his sudden death. 

His remains, accompanied by Mr. Clem kitter, his partner in 
business, were conveyed to Cameron over the Seaboard Airline Sunday 
morning, where they were met by a special train and a number of 
sorrowing friends, and brought here, arriving at 11:30 o'clock, 
Funeral services were from the Presbyterian Church, Pallbearers were 
J.F. Cole, W.B. Waddill, J.C. Larkin, W.T. Jones, T.B. Tyson and Dr. 


Clem Ritter. 
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Of the second set of Benjamin Shields's children, the oldest 
daughter was a. Mary Elizabeth, born October 16, 1837-died February 
19, 1871. She had an older brother, William Thomas: August 11, 1835- 
August 9, 1851 who died around age sixteen. Mary contracted a common- 
law marriage with a Malcolm D. McNeill, who was said to be related to 
the mother of James McNeill Whistler, the famous painter. There were 
several children of this union: Thomas Hume, Daniel Braxton and Lydia 
Ann. There are also two infant Shields graves in the old Shields 
cemetary before mentioned that could be either Mary E.'s or her 
father, Benjamin's. One is Benjamin Shields (March 23, 1860-December 
10, 1861) and an Infant Shields (January 21, 1862-June 20, 1864). 
Mary Elizabeth died in 1871. Her will is recorded in Will Book D., at 
page 19. W.D. McNeill was exectutor, June 1, 1871. 


Her three Ghildren and their families are listed as follows: 


a. Thomas Hume, born 1858, died January 26, 1928, age seventy. 
He married Ann M. Dowd, daughter of Bryan Dowd and grand- 
daughter of Connor Dowd i. They had the following children: 


Florence who married a Hannon. Son, Norris Shields Hannon. 
Ollieanna (Ollie) lives at homeplace, near Carthage. 

Bertha M. married Homer G. Burns. Residence, High Point,N.C. 
Daniel Hume who never married 

Elton H. married Clara Scholp. Lives in Grand Rapids. Mich. 
Cornelia Catherine married Sidney H. Cotton, of Fayetteville. 


b. Daniel Braxton, born February 19, 1868, died January 11, 1895. 
Buried at Carthage Presbyterian cemetary, in the Daniel Fry 
plot. His Aunt Lydia Fry reared him and the other children of 
Mary, after the grandmother's death. Braxton worked in a Selma, 
Alabama drug-store and was studying to enter medicine as a 
career. He never married. My father was administrator and 
prought the body home by train to Carthage. (See death notice 
on previous page.) 


e. Lydia Ann. Born 18%, died June 30, 1922. She married J.M. 
Fry. Their daughter, Ida Lee, married the late Aubrey Way. 
She owns a few pieces from the Benjamin Shields home. Ollie 
Shields has his sideboard, a desk, some china and two silver 
spoons. She also has her grandmother Mary Elizabeth's trunk 
and a number of letters of the Civil War period written to 
her brother John W. in the Confederate Army by Mary E. Shields, 
and by Catherine Shields to her doctor. (see Letters at end 
of this article on Benjamin Shields. 


Lydia Ann and J,M. Fry also had a son, Wade, born 1888- 
died 1908. 

Daughter Ida Lee, born July 19, 1894 msrried Aubie Dalton 
Way, born February 7, 1886-died July 25, 1969. 
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Robert D. Shields was the next oldest of Benjamin's children. 
Since the initial D occurs so often in names of Cornelius Shields' 
decendents, I wonder if it does not stand for Davis---Robert Davis 
being Cornelius' wife's father. 


Born December 17, 1839, Robert was a sickly boy who died in 
February 19th, 1866, at age twenty-seven. He was afflicted with 
the consumption that plauged this entire family, and which killed 
his sister Catherine. Mary, in her letters to her brother John in 
the army, begs him to get a furlough home to help with the crops 
as Robert is not able to do the work, 


Sick though he was, Robert enlisted at age twenty-two, in Wake 
County on July 15, 1862 for the duration of the war. He was discharged 
the following September "by reason of phthisis pulmonalis and extreme 
debility". By 1866 he was dead. R.W. Goldston administered on his 
small estate. 


Martha Jane Shields. I have no record of her, except her birth 
in November of 1841, and her death at age twenty-six on June 20,1867. 
She probably died, like Catherine and Robert, of tuberculosis, known 
then as "consumption". 


Catherine Ann. Like her sister, there is little record of her 
life....just birth and death dates. She was born December 29, 1843 
and died January 21, 1869, age twenty-six. There is a short letter 
written by her to her doctor, which reveals the type of illness she 
suffered from. (See the Letter section at close of this chapter.) 


Malcolm D. Shields. I do not know his birth or death dates, 
except that he was two years old at the 1850 census. He married a 
Sarah Phillips on April 10, 1870. Shortly after this the young 
couple moved west and never returned. I know nothing of his descend- 
ents. He moved his family to Little Rock, Arkansas in 1873; and at 
the same time he deeded his land in North Carolina to Daniel Fry. 
His marriage is recorded in Bk.2, p.147 of Chatham County marriages. 


John W. Shields. The youngest son of Benjamin and his wife, John 
outlived his entire family, even tnough as his death certificate says 
"he died from pulmonary tuberculosis, thought to have existed for 
forty years." Born April 18, 1846, he joined the Confederate forces, 
lived to see the Civil War and Reconstruction end,and the first World 
War begin, dying on April 8, 1917. He is buried at Cool Springs Church. 
He married Sarah Waddell, whose dates are July 16, 1823-April 25, 1905. 
Since she died before her husband she was buried in the old Tysor 
graveyard, near Glendon, on the present Dr. Lawrence Paschal place. 
Like his brother Malcolm, John and his wife deeded their inheritance 
from their grandfather Cornelius Shields’ estate to their brother-in- 
law, Daniel Fry, on March 27, 1885.

August 28, 1864 
Dear Brother: 


I now take the opportunity of writing you a few lines to let 
you know how we are. As to health, we are not all well. All are 
well but Kitty and Robert: Kitty is about as common, and Robert is 
very poorly, not able to do anything like work. Mother wants you to 
try to get a furlough about the middle of October to come home to 
stay about three or four weeks to help sow wheat. If you don't, I 
don't know how we are going to get along, there will be so much 
ploughing to do. If you don't get to come home and if Robert don't 
get better it looks like we will have to duit farming. I want you 
to tell whoever you go to for a furlough how we have to get along 
and perhaps he will let you come home and stay awhile in wheat 
sowing time, 


Robert says to ask you what you did with his old knapsack. 
We have not got your things that you sent by Mr. Jones yet, but we 
will, I reckon, before long. We will send you a pair of socks and 
drawers and something to eat as soon as we get a chance. I don't 
know when we will. We expect bad times in Moore County now. I learn 
there are four or five hundred hunter men at Carthage now and 
several hundred about at other places. (Hunters were looking for 
the men who were "laying out" in the woods, to avoid conscription 
in a war for which they had little use. K.S.M.) They will do some- 
thing before they quit. 


I went up to the factory last week and got some thread (?) 
at $25.00 and $30.00 per bunch. The hunters were about there. The 
layouts had killed one hunter the evening we got there, about a 
mile and a half from the factory. His name was Sam Harding. They 
said they shot ten balls in him. William Hughs (sp.?}) came home 
about one Sunday and died last Monday. He gave no certain evidence 
of being prepared to meet his God, 


John, I thought I was nearly done my letter but I will write 
on another paper and put it in with this. John, you must try to be 
a good boy. You have no mother, brother or sister to give you 
advice, but you are not forgotten at home and we can pray for you, 
and you must pray for yourself.

September 20, 1864 
Dear Brother (John W. Shields) 


I seat myself to answer your kind and affectionate letter 
which came to hand a few days ago, and was glad to hear you are 
well.

Mary and Tommy:came home today. They are well. Daniel (Fry) 
is gone to the iron works to keep out of the army... The boys 
that were lying out have all come in and were going to start off 
today. They were to meet at the crossroads, The hunters were 
going to give them dinner. They had to carry Uncle Archie's folks 
to the camp before Neill came in. Oh, Brother Bryant Shields is 
dead. He died on the 10th of August with the yellow fever. He was 
out of his head twelve days before he died. Mr. James N. Caddell 
is dead too. He died with the fever at Petersburg. If you get 
sick and have to take medicine keep your (7?) clean and keep it 
out of your teeth. 5 


Robert Wilson and Peter Councilman have been gone on a hunt 
ever since the 23rd of August and don't know how much longer they 
will have to stay. They are at Carthage and have been nearly all 
the time. Milow Councilman (Jan. 2, 1842-Feb. 4,1918 is buried at 
Prosperity Friends Church- Kk.S.M.) is gone to the coal fields to 
work. He is cutting wood and burning coal. Pad (Patrick) Shields's 
folks all send their love to you and to imerson dvones, and asks 
you to send word how Emerson comes on and yourself, also cousin 
James Dowd came home with Mary and he sends his love to you and 
wishes you great success. 


I saw Willis Jones last Sunday and he sends his respects to 
you. Emolie Jones wants to know if you have forgotten her. 
Brother, we have not clearned up our wheat yet. We don't know how 
much we have got. We are done with our fodder, all but our late 
fodder. Malcolm says tell you to come get a furlough and come 
home and help him sow wheat,for Robert is not able to work and 
he has to do all himself. 


We are going to send you e pair of drawers and socks too. 
Daniel will send them by William McIntosh when he comes back. 
If you get to come home any time and the rest of the boys draw 
clothes get your lieutenant to draw clothes for you. Thomas says 
tell you he will save you a pretty pig tail til you come home. 
I have no more news to write this time. I could tell you a heap 
$f I could see you. You must write every week if you can and let 
me know how you are doing.

Miss Mary Shields: 


I received your kind ietter of the 12th of January and was 
glad to hear you were tolerably well.

They seem to be in very 
good heart. I will also state that we have not had any fight yet, 
and I do not know if we will be in any danger of a fight at present, 
though 1 expect we will have hard fighting to do next spring. If we 
have them to fight we will try to give them the best we have got in 
our shop. 


You stated in your letter that you wanted me to get back 
against harvest, but if I do 1 am too big and fat to cut wheat, 
for I weigh two hundred and five pounds. I do not reckon you 
would know me if you were to see me for 1 have not shaved since 
the first of July. I should be glad to come home, and if 1 were 
there I should be certain to go see Miss Alpha before long. You 
may, if you please, tell Miss Alpha 1 should be glad to see her 
and all the rest of the girls in that part of the country.

Well, I heard since I left Raleigh that James Mcdald (McDonald?) 
died in the hospital at Raleigh. We came to this place last Saturday. 
We are at the fair grounds near Newbern. We get fish and oysters here. 
We can't get whiskey under four dollars per gallon, they say. I have 
not tried to get any yet, nor I don't intend to buy at that price 
unless I get sick and need it. 


So I will come to a close by saying excuse my short letter, for 
I have not time to write at present. I am going to get some whiskey 
and some store coffee before long. 


Written to Daniel Fry and wife, Lydia, by W.W. Fry. (There is 
a Dr. W.W. Fry buried at the Carthage Presbyterian cemetary. His 
dates are: June 14, 1839-March 8, 1912.) Co. H of the Twenty-sixth 
North Carolina Regiment, was engaged in the battle of Newbern, and 
W.W. Fry was likely in this group. 


The above letter was used (on the back) to serve as note-paper 
when a sister, F.B. Fry, wrote to Lydia Shields Fry, wife of Daniel. 


Dear Sister: 


I take my pen to answer yours of the 24th I received last 
Saturday. It found us well. I was at old Mrs. Muse's worrying 
(warping?) when Mr. Ed Gardiner came, and I tried that day to get 
some paper to answer you but they had none, 1 was glad to hear from 
you all, especially John. I have been so uneasy about him. I will 
save all the butter and eggs 1 can by the time he hears from his 
officer, and will send it to him and be glad to do so, and some 
honey too. I don’t know who I can send it by; if you can find out 
send me word. 


I cannot tell if Daniel will have to go or not. Today he has 
gone to Carthage and then he won't know until he hears from his 
(officer?) I don't know how long that will be. 


I have got my dresses in the loom but 1 don't know when they 
will get out. Nothing strange down here. The Rogues are stealing 
all about constantly. They threshed several bushels of Ben Fry's 
wheat that was just cut at the (?). They bursted Madison Fry's mill 
down but they did not get anything but his dinner that he had carried 
the day before and had not eaten. 


You must excuse this letter. The other side is an old letter 
from W.W. Fry. I will write again when I hear from Daniel's case. 
Your sister F.B. Fry. 


Tell Kitty I will come as soon as I can; she must not think 
hard.

The final letter found in Mary E. Shields' trunk, now the 
possession of her grand-daughter, Miss Ollie Shields, is one 
from Catherine (Kitty) Shields to her doctor, who was probably 
at the front. There is no date to this letter, Catherine died 
January 21, 1869. 


Dr. R.P. White: 


Much esteemed Friend. After long and anxious waiting for you 
or a letter to no avail, I seat myself to inform you that I am 
still in very feeble health. Brother Robert's health is still 
declining. I cannot perceive that I am any better, except my head. 
I have not suffered so much with it since having it cupped at 
regular intervals, 


My bronchial tubes seem to be decaying, especially on my 
right side, and I am suffering in many other ways presumed to 
be known by you. I cannot perceive that my strength is relaxing, 
except my arms. 1 wrote you stating my condition as far as I 
thought convenient. I don't know whether you received it or not. 
I have not as yet applied to any Doctor since our family Dr. died. 
He was going to get some medicine which he thought would help me. 
I am looking and anxiously waiting for your return whom I prefer. 


I regret very much that the prospect is no brighter for your 
moving to Moore, but I hope you will try to come for your company 
will be acceptable at any time. I thank you for not forgetting me 
in my suffering condition and hope that Heaven may shower its 
richest and most benignant blessings upon you, 


We have had a rather dull Christmas; we could scarcely 
dispel the gloom from our countenances to think of you and many 
friends whose presence we wished to enjoy. 1 have not much news 
of interest, only I hear they are making some move for peace. l 
hope the efforts may be blessed for we have hoped for peace and 
the return of our friends until we have nearly despaired. I trust 
the lowering cloud: of war will soon pass away, for it has long 
marred our happiness, and peace to be restored to our bleeding 
country. 


I will bring my letter to a close, hoping to see or hear 
from you soon. With high regard for you and your Forms ys ut

Note by K.S.M. This letter was probably written early in 
January of 1864. Was it sent to the doctor’ Did he give it back 
to the family at Catherine's death? All of Benjamin Shields’ 
family are buried in the old Shields graveyard near High Falls, 
except the youngest son, John, who enlisted in the Civil War at 
age seventeen. Daniel Fry and his wife lie in the Presbyterian 
cemetary at Carthage, along with Mary E's son, Braxton. 
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Cornelius Shields, Jr., son of Cornelius 

Cornelius Shields, Jr. was born in 1811 and died sometime 
after the 1880 census, at which time he was seventy-one years old. 
He lived on the edge of Chatham County, near Harper's Cross Roads. 
His wife's name was Martha, her last name unknown to me. 


In 1878 the lands he inherited from the Cornelius Shields 
estate were sold. A.H. McNeill was the high bidder. Even earlier 
than that, in 1847, Sheriff Horace D. bridgers of Chatham County 
sold two hundred and fifty acres belonging to Cornelius to Daniel 
McNeill of Moore County for debts of the defendent and others in 
the ammount of $18.50, with interest. On October 9, 1883, the 
remainder of the C.D. Shields lands were sold, William H. Dark being 
high bidder for $80.00, however he transferred his bid to George H. 
Shields of Montgomery County, a son of Cornelius, Jr., for the 332 
acres sold under this judgement. 


Wilburn Shields of Carthage, a descendent of Cornelius, Jr., 
told me that his grand-fether, Nicholes Aaron Shields, the oldest 
son of Cornelius Jr. was buried close to the sidewalk at Tabernacle 
Methodist Church in Robbins, N.C. However, there is no grave marker 
there or evidence of 4 grave.

John Wesley was the youngest son of Cornelius and Molly (Davis) 
Shields. He was born on Christmas Dey of 1825 and died June 29, 185% 
His father had died on January 27th of that same year. John Wesley 
married Martha Stutts December 12, 1849. She is buried at the Presby- 
terian cemetary in Carthage, while her husband and his father are 
both buried at the Mechanics Hill graveyard, adjacent to the Woodmen 
of the World building in Robbins, N.c.

Ann R. Shields was born Oct.10, 1819 and died June 25 k665 
at the age of forty-nine. She married James Stutts, son of Henry 
Stutts. His dates are: July 10, 1817 to Jan. 16, 1891. James is 
buried in an unmarked grave beside his son Don Lewis Stutts in 
an old family cemetary near Robbins, N.C. Amn R; #5 likely buried 
there also.

1. Cornelius A. Stutts, the oldest child, was born Oct.1,1840

He married Lydia Jane Yow on Sep. 10, 1862, just before 
enlisting in the Civil War, She was the daughter of Matthew 
Yow and Maloney Stutts Yow. (Statistics of deaths, Moore Co.)

2. Benjamin Stutts. He was born July 7, 1842. Was a private _ 
in the 26th Regiment, Co. H. North Carolina during the e 
Civil War. I know little about him except this. He is 
mentioned as Benjamin Stutts and others, vs. J.M. Carter 
(Orders and Decrees Bk.1, p.293) in the year 1875. This 
action was taken to sell land which finally went to S.M. 
Carter, W.B. Richardson and W.R. Reynolds. 


Benjamin was a carpenter, who lived near Jackson 
Springs. He is mentioned as "my cousin Ben Stutts”" in my 


father's book Country Doctor. He and his wife separated. 
He had two or three sons. Was found dead in bed. Is buried 


at Norman, N.C. 
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James Andrew Stutts. Born June 16, 1844. An Andrew Stutts was 
also in the N.C. 26th Regiment, Co.H and was wounded at Gettys- 
burg.This could well be James Andrew, since Co. H was made up 
of men from the upper end cf Moore County. 


I found several land entries of James Stutts, either the 
father or the som, made in 1859 for land "between the waters 
of Richland and Buffalo creeks" James Stutts also deeded bis: 
trotirem, Archibald D. land (D.17,p.290) He also deeded one acre 
to Mt. Carmel Church in 1874. (D.52, p.162) James Stutts, either 
father or son, got an execution order against Amos Bridges and 
wife Sarah (sister to Ann R. Stutts) . } 


Don Lewis Stutts, born March 19, 1846-died May 28,1924. He is 
buried at the Stutts family graveyard. He married Ann R. Brown, 
daughter of Wesley and Margaret (\V/illiams) Brown, and grand- 
daughter of Isiah Brown. Her dates: Feb. 24, 1850 to July 13,1924. 


In 1895 Don L. Stutts and wife, Ann R. deed land in Carthage 
township to Ann R. Burns. (She was a daughter of Catherine Susannah 
Shields, a sister to Ann R. Stutts, and was married to J,F. Burns.) 
It adjoined the lands of W.W. Baldwin on the south side of the 
road leading from Jacob Stutt's to Samuel Barrett's.

There he met his second wife, Willie Mae 
Simmons. They had several children, one of whom is Mrs. Marie 
G. Pounds of Datona Beach, Fla. 1 had several letters from her, 
but they are now mislaid, so I do not know the names of her 
children. The first wife, Mary Stutts, is buried in the Shields 
graveyard near Putnam. Her detes are: Jan. 14, 1847-Apr.13,1902. 


7. Rufus A. Stutts. He was born Jan. 29, 1861 and died in Washing- 
ton in 1917. He married Anna Curry of Washington. He was in the 
General Land Office there, for twenty-seven years. Earlier, he 
taught school in Moore County. Children: 


a. Catherine who married Wyatt E. Fitzgerald, a naval 
officer. She is deceased, 

b. Hugh, a lawyer, who also worked in the land Office, He 
never married. Died of typhoid. 


8. Archibald D. Stutts, born Sep. 9, 1856. I know little about him 
except that his brother James deeded land to him. (Deed Bk. 17, 
page 290.) He was living in 1875 when he was party to a suit 
brought by Benjamin Stutts and others against S.M. Carter. 
(Orders & Decrees, Book 1, p.293.) He lived in Mississippi. 


9. Henrietta A.Stutts, born Sep. 27, 1852-died young. Is buried 
in the Stutts graveyard, near Kobbins. 


10, Samuel P. Stutts, born sep. 21, 1850- died dune 8, 1900. He 
married Annie Jane Parker on Jan. 5, 1871. Her dates are Sep.1, 
1854-July 4, 1932. This couple lived in the vicinity of McColl, 
S.C. where the Parker family hed considerable land holdings, 
Samuel P. Stutts manufactured brick there in addition to ferming, 
Both he and his wife are buried et the Parker cemetary, McColl, 


(for descendents, see page 78) 
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There was some close relationship between my Grandmother 
Martha Stutts Shields and Jemes Stutts and his daughter Alina 
Brewer. Mrs. Brewer always insisted that she was a double first 
cousin to my father. If this is so, then her father, Jemes and 
my father's uncle on his mother's side must have been brothers. 
Dempsey Stutts, a brother of Martha Stutts Shields is buried in 
the Stutts cemetary along with James, his son Cornelius and 
wife, and others. 


I also came upon an old deed plat that shows James Stutts 
and wife as owning lot #4, of seventy-five acres, Adjoining it 
is Lot #5, of seventy acres owned by Lindsey Stutts end wife. 
The beginning corner calls for a stake in the widow's field. 
Evidentally James and Lindsey were brothers. Lindsey married 
Isabella Shields, another daughter of Cornelius.

Little is known about her, not even her birth and death 
dates, but she was living as late as 1880 when she wrote to 
my father from Flowery Branch, Gea. She married an Everitt 
Maness. My father visited them at Flowery Branch while a 
student attending Atlanta Medical College in 1880-1883, 

From her letters I can list the following children: 


1.Burrell E. In a letter of 1893 he was living in Abbeville, Ga. 
2.Martha Lou, married to the Rev. William Brewer of Brown's Bridge. 
3.Tynie, married to L.F. Gober, living in Atlanta.

5.Lizzie, married to Robert L. Thompson of Flowery Branch, Ga. 


In the division of the Cornelius Shields estate his daughter 
Lucinda was left Lot #15 on the Home Tract, Lot #13 of the Needham 
Tract, Lot #11 on the River, Lot #8 on the Goldmine Tract and a 
Lot on the Entry Tract (number illegible). 


Later, Lot #15 of the Home Tract and also Lot #16 were sold 
by an Elizabeth Moore, widow, to Hurley Brower in 1945. Lot #15 
had been sold earlier to R.L. Burns for non-payment of taxes. 
Four lots made up the tract of land known as the Bat Xoost Gold- 
mine, containing in all 62 acres. Burns assigned his certificate 
of purchuse to John W. Brown on May 10, 1899. 


Emily Shields, daughter of Cornelius 


Here, I have drawn a blank. Emily and her husband, 4 Stutts, 
were both dead at the division of the Cornelius Shields estate. 
Her lands were left to her daughter Mary who married J. Alexender 
Brewer. Their daughter, Kate married her second cousin, John W. 
Brown. Alexender Brewer was a son of Noah Brewer, early bleck- 


smith in the Robbins community. 
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Mary Shields Purvis, daughter of Cornelius 


and her descendents 


Mary Shields was born around 1816 and died before 1848. 
Her last child was born in 1844. She married Robert L. Purvis, 
and by him had the following children: Andrew J Purvis, Franklin 
Heywood Purvis, Cornelius Purvis, Joseph dane Purvis, George H. 
Purvis and Missouri Ann Purvis. These are the heirs of Mary 
Purvis, deceased, mentidned in the division of the Cornelius 
Shields lands. 


This family lived in Ritter township, above High Falls, 
near the Randolph County line. The old Robert L. Purvis home, 
with later additions, is still standing and is the present home 
of Mr. and Mrs. Coy Wallace. Mrs. Wallace i$°a daughter of Henry 
Clay Purvis, the youngest son of Robert L. Purvis and his second 
wife. The older part of the home is a story and a half, with 
wide pine boarding sheathing the interior, and a closed winding 
stair leading to the upstairs part, 

When I visited the present members of this large Purvis clan 
I found myself in luck, as Mrs. Wallace owned the old Robert L. 
Purvis Bible, with its handwritten accounts of births and deaths. 
Here were all of Mary Shields's children, as well as those of 
the second marriage, and from Mrs. Wallace and others I was able 
to trace their descendents, may of whom are buried at three 
near-by churches: Beulah, Mt. Zion and Fall Creek. 


(1) Andrew J. Purvis, oldest son of R.L. and Mary Shields Purvis, 
was born March 27, 1833 and died October 30, 1870. He is buried 

at the Purvis family cemetary nearby. I was not able to learn the 

name of his wife, but their children were Joseph A. Purvis, Robert 
L. Purvis and Armitia A. Purvis. 


4Joseph A. Purvis was born Nov. 17, 1862 and died April 14,1940. 
He married Nancy M. Kidd, whose dates are Nov. 27,1858-May 21, 1932. 
Both are buried at Beulah Baptist Church. Of their children,Sarah, 
born June 13, 1890-died Jan. 27, 1966 married Herb Powers, who 
survives her. She is buried at Beulah. This couple had the following 
offspring: The Rev. Clinton Powers who married Florence McNutt, 
Wilton who married Ann Sheffield, Beulah who married Alton Phillips, 
and Vida who married Richard Davis. 


Other children of Joseph and Nancy Kidd Purvis are: Melissa, 
who married a Brown and has three or four children; Andrew, born 
September 28, 1887-died January 31, 1924, married to Flora Maness; 
W. Hurley, born September 6, 1892-died December 27, 1958, married to 
Janie Brewer (1896-1940). Both are buried at Beulah Church. Huey, 
porn June 26, 1900-died February 11, 1966, married Eula Craven, 
who survives him. 


Hurley Purvis, mentioned above, has children buried at Beulah: 
Joseph B. Purvis, May 15, 1925- August 29, 1975; his son, Joseph B. 
Jr., April 26,1947-May 30, 1971, and also Larry Roger Purvis, 
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September 21, 1949-May 29, 1871 and Bovd Dean P ‘ i

Another son of Andrew J. Purvis and his wife was Robert L. 
Purvis, obviously named for his grandfather. He was born December 
30, 1866 and died February 19, 1925. He married Lillie Florence, 
whose dates are December 28, 1877- Her death date is not deciphera- 
ble. Both are buried at Fall Creek Church. I have no record of their 
children or grandchildren, 


Armitia A. Purvis was a daughter of Andrew J. Purvis, oldest 
son of R.L. Purvis and Mary Shields. She married Kenneth Hussey. 
I have not located her birth or death dates or where she is buried. 
In 1889, she along with R.L. Purvis and W.R. Myrick sold lands. 
(Deed Bk. 30, p.31) 


In the year 1898 Armitia, Robert L. and Joseph A. Purvis all 
signed a deed conveying part of the Cornelius Shields holdings left 
to the children of Mary Shields to my late father, Dr. H.B. Shields. 
They signed, of course, as the living heirs of Andrew J. Purvis. 


(2) The next child of Robert L. Purvis and Mary Shields, in 
order of age, was Cornelius Purvis, born May 30, 1834 and who died 
pefore December 1, 1892 when Fis wife administered on his estate. 
His grandson, Mr. Wiley Purvis,said hispgrandfather was buried at Mt. 
Zion, but I could not locate a tombstone to him. He married Jennett 
Kidd, born April 26, 1839-died February 21, 1926. She is buried at 
Pleasant Hill. In the long Purvis line of gravestones at Mt. Zion 
are two graves with no headstones...one of these might be that of 
her husband Cornelius. They had seven children, as listed below:

Signing the 1898 deed to my father, Dr. H.B. Shields, 
were the following descendents of Cornelius Purvis, son of Mary 
Shields and R.L. Purvis: Angeletta Hicks, Nathaniel Green Purvis, 
Robert E. Purvis, Dora Olympia Purvis and Mary Adelaide Purvis. 
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(3) The third child of Mary Shields and Robert L. Purvis was a 
girl whom they named Missouri Ann. Her birthdate was May 15, 1836 
but her death date is unknown; however, she died before the 1898 
Bese previously referred to was signed. All of her children did 
sign. 


Missouri Ann married John Montgomery Myrick. His dates are 
March 25, 1828 to April 16, 1907. He is buried at Beulah with his 
third wife. The old Montgomery Myrick home still stands: a two- 
story house, with pointed windows, tall boxwoods around its porch, 
and inside paneled with wide pine boarding. It is now the home of 
ED Allen Myrick and his wife. He is a grandson of Montgomery 
Myrick, 


Missouri Ann and her husband had three children that I have 
been able to locate. Their oldest son was William R. Myrick. He 
was born September 28, 1855 and died March 15th, 1930. Like his 
father, he also married three times. The first marriage was to 
Martha Delaney Caviness, a sister to R.L. Caviness. Apparently, 
there were no offspring to this marriage. Alice Martindale was 
his second wife, and by her he had the following children:

Alton Myrick lives at the old John Montogomery Myrick home: a fine 
two-story house, with unusual pointed windows, huge boxwoods in 
the front yard, and inside is pansled with wide pine boards, and 
with a quaint enclosed stair. I msde several pictures of it, 
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The second son of Missouri Ann and John Montgomery Myrick was 
John S. Myrick. He was born around 1859 and was dead before the 
signing of the 1898 deed to H.B. Shields. He must have had a daughter 
Alice who married William A. Phillips, as they signed the 1898 deed. 


The third child of Missouri Ann and her husband was a girl, 
Mary R. born around 1863. In the signing of the 1898 deed she is 
listed as Mary M.A. (probably Mary Missouri Ann) She was seventeen 
years old at the 1880 census. She married R.W.G. (Bob) Kidd and died 
in childbirth, so I was told. Her husband signed the 1898 deed. 


Buried at Fall Creek Church are three more Myricks, all born 
in the 1860's. Who are they? Evidentally they are not offspring of 
Missouri Ann Myrick since they did not sign the 1898 deed.

Of the second set of children, John M. married Ann Brewer, 
Mary E. married Anderson Jones, and Susannah (Susie C.) married 
Archibald Shields. James Wiley married M.A. Welch and Henry Clay 
merried Susie Frances Jones. 


Robert L. Purvis's will, made February 19, 1882 and admitted 
to probate April 3, 1882 left his widow and his youngest son, Henry 
Clay the homeplace, subject to the widow's dowery. (Will Bk.D,p.184) 
But during his lifetime he deeded much of his land to some of his 
other children. In October 1875 he deeded land to John M. Purvis; 
in 1864 to Joseph Lane Purvis. In 1889 R.L. Purvis and Armitia A. 
Purvis, wife of Kenneth Hussey, sell 152 acres to W.R. Myrick, the 
son of Missouri Ann Purvis and Montgomery Myrick. 
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While the children of the second marriage have no connection 
with the Cornelius Shields descendents, still I have decided to 
include them in this booklet, as they comprise many of the Purvis 
families now living in and near High Falls.

It was my 
privilege to meet and talk with Mrs. Sallie Purvis Wallace who 
had inherited the old Robert Purvis home place. She allowed me 
to make 4 picture of the house, and of her grandmother, parah 
Ritter Purvis. On September 14th of this year, 1970, 1 was shocked 
to read of her death, age 70. She is buried at Beulah. She leaves 
a daughter, Mrs. Vernon P. Purvis, a son Coy Newton Wallace to 
carry on the Purvis tradition. She was married to Coy S. Wallace 


who survives her. 
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Isabella Shields, daughter of Cornelius 


Isabella was one of the youmger of Cornelius Shields's 
children by his first wife, Molly Davis. She was born June 8 
1829 and died May 18, 1888 et age fifty-nine. She is buried at 
Tabernacle Church, Robbins, N.C. 


She married Lindsey Stutts, born in 1822. He was a member 
of Co.H, 26th N.C. Regiment, and was wounded at Gettysbure. The 
1850 census shows this couple as newly msrried: he is twenty- 
eight and she is twenty-one. They have no children as yet. 


Talmadge Stutts, grandson of Lindsey and Isabella told a 
member of the family that Lindsey lost a leg at Gettysburg. 
After the war, he left in a covered waggon to go south looking 
for work. He was never heard from again and may have met with. 
foul play. His wife, Isabella, was living with her half-sister 
Elizabeth (Shields) McNeill in the 1870 census. She died eight 
years later.

He merried Amanda J. Burns, the 
daughter of Solomon Burns. She was born Nov. 10, 1836 and died 
June 27, 1932. I always her referred to in my family as Aunt 
Mandy. For her will, see Book K, page 531. Both she and her 
husband are buried at Tabernacle Methodist Church cemetary. 


in the church records at Tabernacle is this notation: 
"Sister Amanda J. Shields has died. She was ninety-four years, 
seven months and seventeen days old and hed been @ member of 
Tabernacle Church about eighty years. She was our oldest member 
in age and church membership." Signed: L.M. Chaffin, P.E. 


Here I want to insert a paragrevh about Amanda's father 
and grandfather. Her father and mother are buried at Asheboro, 
N.C. near the Methodist Church there. Her father built such a 
large house that it was known as "Solomon's temple." His father 
was a John Byrns (Burns). According to Aunt Amanda the Shields 
and Byrns families came from Germany to Ireland, settling in 
Dublin.

Elizabeth was the second child born to Cornelius Shields 
and his second wife, Jane Cheek Shields. Her birth was on December 
23, 1837 and she was to live until February 19th, 1910, dying at 
age seventy-three. 


Elizabeth was married to Hector McNeill on April 14, 1857, when 
she was twenty years old. They had two sons: John Wesley who died in 
infancy, and Elias Hector who was born September 16, 1861. Little 
John Wesley had died May 30 of that same year. 


The young couple had but a few years to live together, as 
Hector was drafted into the Confederate army when little Elias was 
just nine months old. The father died on the battlefield, December 
7th, 1862 and is buried in the Confederate cemetary at Petersburg, 
Virginia. 


Later, Elizabeth Shields McNeill remarried; her second husband 
being Turner Seawell of the Glendon community. Following the death 
of Mr. Seawell, Elizabeth and her brother Cassandra moved back to 
the Elias McNeill home. Elizabeth and Cassandra both died there. 
They are buried at Tabernacle churchyard in Robbins, N.C.

In this home was once a clock belonging to Cornelius 
Shields that his daughter Elizabeth bought at the Shields sale, but 


it is now in the possession of a neice as is also the old family 
Bible.

The last child of this second union, Cassandra was born 
April 3, 1842 and died January 3, 1926. A new granite marker, 
for which funds were raised by Mrs. Obert Phillips, now marks 
his grave beside his mother, 


Cassandra never married. In the 1860 census only Cassandra 
is living at home. With him is his mother, Jane Shields, age 60. 
He is eighteen years old. 


He was old enough to have fought in the Civil War.Did he 
enlist, or was he allowed to stay at home to support his aged 
mother? He and his mother are shown living at his sister 
Elizabeth's in the 1870 census. They probably contined to stay 
at the Hector McNeill home, as Jane, the mother, died there. 
Writes Miss Julia McNeill, s granddaughter, "I've heard my 
father speak of her often, and from what he said she must have 
been a very brave, thrifty woman." 


Cassandra Andrew Shields must not be confused with another 
Cassandra Shields, the son of Archibald Shields, and also a 
grandson of Cornelius. 


Miss Julie McNeill explained to me that her great-uncle 
Cassandra was a good reader, but slow in his bodily movements, 
and was considered a little peculiar and set in his ways. He 
never married. 
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the Yow Family in Moore County 


Since beginning this history of the descendents of Cornelius 
Shields I have had some correspondence with a Mr. Cletus Yow. Sr. 
of Greensboro, and a mrs. Rachel Duchome, also of Greensboro, who 
have filled me in on the Yow family in Moore County and how they 
tie in with the Shields and Stutts families. In the interest of 
my readers, I am appending the following: 


A Christopher Yow, Jr. married Parthenia (last name unknown) 
in the mid 1700's. They lived in the Needham's Grove section of 
upper Moore. They had a son, Andrew, born Heb, 11, 1780-died - 

Nov. 14, 1869. He merried Sarah Maness (born Apr. 10, 1780-died 

in 1849.) Of their nine children one was Matthew Yow, born in 1808. 
He married Maloney Stutts, born 1807. This couple had four sons, 
all of whom served in the Civil War, and four daughters. 


Children of Matthew and Maloney Yow 


1. Henry C. Yow.He was born in 1830 and died uvune 29, 1905. He 
married Mary Molsey Brown, a granddaughter of Cornelius Shields. 
He enlisted in November of 1862 in Co. C, 26th N.C. Infantry 
and was wounded at Gettysburg. He also buried his two brothers- 
in-law, John and Marshall Brown, killed at Gettysburg. He told 
that he wrapped them in sheets and buried them under a tree. 
mrs. Rachel Duchome writes that her mother has a picture of 
him (Henry C.) made in his uniform. For their children see below:

Both these young boys died close together of 
diptheria in 1863 while their father was at the war,
